The falſe Portrgniſe Servant, 0- 
bey'd Elvira exaQly,the very next 
day perceiving Agmes cornimg from 
the Princeſs ſhe brought the Letter 
to ConStantia, who receiv?d it, and 
found in it, that which ſhe was 
far from thinking on. Never did 
tenderneſs produce fo forrowful 
an Effect as then. Alas / they are 
both Guilty, ſaid ſhe ſighing, and

Death? After ſhe had given ſome 
Moments -unto the violence of her 
Sorrow, ſhe call'd to her that 
Perſon who had brought her 
the Letter, charg'd her not to 
ipake of it to any body, and then 
order'd that no body whatlſo- 
ever ſhould be Admitted into her 
Chamber. 

Then did ſhe with more Liber- 
ty "think on him whom ſhe could 
not inſpire with Love, and on her 
that betray'd her. The trouble 
of her Soul did not hinder her 
from ſeeking ſome means to excuſe 
them. And deſirous to do all that 
ſhe could for Do Pedre, ſhe took 
a firm Reſolution of not com-

Eluira was not -long, without 
being Inform'd of what paſs'd, 
and of the Princeſs's Sorrow, 
whence ſhe hoped for all that ſhe 
could wiſh.
